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What It Is To Believe On Christ

Reader, did you ever ask this question? Is it your sincere 
and earnest wish to have it answered? If so, this message 
is intended for you. May God make it a blessing for your soul. 


I will suppose that you have at 
some time felt alarmed in view 
of your sins, and inquired in your 
thoughts, if not in words, ‘‘What 
must I do to be saved?” You ‘hear 
the Bible say: “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life; 
and he 'tthat believeth not the Son 
shall not see life: but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.” And you 
have the same answer that Paul 
gave to the jailer: ‘‘Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.” Still you hesitate. You 
ask what this language means. 
You desire 'to know what it is to 
believe on Christ. It is: 

To feel your need of Him. 

To believe that He is able and 
willing to save you, and to save 
you now. 

To cast yourself unreservedly 
on His mercy and trust in. Him 
alone for salvation. 


I. To Feel Your Need of Him 


Till you: do this, you will never 
seek Him earnestly, or trust Him 
wholly. You do not send for a 
physician till you feel yourself to 
be ill. It was. only when Peter 
found he was beginning to sink, 
that he cried, “Lord, save me.” 
So the sinner never goes to Christ 


in a right manner till he feels 
himself to be a lost, wretched be- 
ing. It is not enough to know this, 
you must feel it (Rom. 3:23). 


Do you say you cannot? Oh, 
then how lost, how wretched you 
must be! Your very language 
ought to fill you with shame and 
fear. Whose fault is it that you 
do not feel? How long need it be 
before you feel? You can feel 
alarm when a fatal disease holds 
you in its grasp; you can feel sor- 
row when a friend is dying in 
agony before your eyes, and you 
can feel no sorrow when you 
think of a suffering Saviour whose 
love you have abused—no alarm, 
when you call to mind that fear- 
ful judgment to which you are 
hastening? Will you dare tell your 
Judge, at the great day, that you 
could not feel your need of a 
Saviour?

There is not a single event pro- 
phesied in the Bible which must 
come to pass before the Saviour 
returns. As far as we can know, 
no event, either political, eco- 
nomic or spiritual, need occur be- 
fore Jesus comes. Not another war 
need be declared, not another gos- 


‘pel sermon preached, not another 


soul be saved, as far as can be 
told from the Scriptures, before 
the Saviour comes to catch up His 
saints into the air for the mar- 
riage supper in Heaven. 

The Scriptures quoted above 
are not on the signs that precede 
the coming of Christ but rather 


on the fact that He may come at} 


any moment. The Scriptures teach 
that Jesus might have come at 
any moment since He went away! 
Jesus Himself taught the apostles 


“and all the Christians then living 


that He might return in their life- 
time. They were commanded and 


entreated earnestly to watch and: 


pray since they knew not the day 


nor the ‘hour when the Son of man | 


should return. At Pentecost the 
promised pouring out of the Holy 


Spirit upon the apostles took place 
and they began their witness for 
Christ. Since that day there has 
never been a moment but what 
Christians ought to have expected 
Jesus to return as He most cer- 
tainly might have done.

The news broadcast of the Jerusalem radio had had 
news of the American evangelist, Bill Rice, for the last couple 
of days. On Tuesday the news was that His Majesty, King 
Abdullah Ibn Al Hussain, had presented to Bill Rice, Ameri- 
can evangelist, two thorobred Arabian horses from his Majes- 
ty’s own private stable. The American, in return, had given 
to the King a fine American-made revolver. 


On Wednesday the Jerusalem 
radio announced that Evangelist 
and Mrs. Rice had accepted the 
invitation of the King to visit him 
in the Royal Palace in Ammon to 
see the horses and chat with His 
Royal Highness over a cup of 
coffee. 

Naturally we have been thrilled 
over the horses and are making 
plans to ship them to America at 
once. In fact, I hope to see them 
on a boat bound for New York 
before we leave for Athens, Rome, 
Paris, London and home. 

We have been interested in three 
things here: visiting the historical 
or “holy” places, becoming ac- 
quainted with missionary work 
here and procuring a thorobred 
Arabian horse for our ranch in 
Tennessee which will open as a 


conference ground this summer. 
We have visited most of the places 
of historical interest and have also 
visited the Donaldsons and their 
work in Bethlehem, Dr. and Mrs. 
Lambie in their medical center 
south of Bethlehem, etc. And we 
had made various inquiries about 
Arabian horses. Although we did 
not have enough money to buy a 
horse or horses, we felt it of the 
Lord to wire Beirut about the 
price of transport to the US. 
Both Donaldsons and the Lam- 
bies had lost their household goods 
to the Jews in the recent war 
between Israel and Jordan and I 
wondered if the Arabs might also 
seize their homes here in Jordan.

GOD LOVES FRUIT TREES!

“When thou shalt besiege a city a long time, in making 
war against it to take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
thereof by forcing an axe against them: for thou mayest eat 
of them, and thou shalt not cut them down (for the tree of 
the field is man’s life) to employ them in the siege: Only 
the trees which thou knowest that they be not trees for meat, 
thou shalt destroy and cut them down; and thou shalt build 
bulwarks against the city that maketh war with thee, until 
it be subdued.”—Deut. 20:19,20. 


The children of Israel were commanded to take care of 


the fruit trees when they went into the land of Canaan and 
drove out the Canaanites. They might use an oak tree for a 
battering ram or hickory for lances and spears, or pine for 
scaffolding and bridges and camp fires.. But they were never 
to cut down a walnut tree, an apple tree, an olive tree or fig 
tree. The fruit trees were sacred and must be left unharmed, 
simply because they were given for fruit.

God must love trees that bear 
good fruit. The Bible says that 
the righteous is as the palm tree 
and that “the fruit of the right- 
eous is a tree of life’ (Prov. 11: 
30). Jesus cursed a fig tree that 
bore no fruit, but the heavenly 
Jerusalem itself will have trees of 
life which bear twelve manner of 
fruit, different fruit every month 
whose leaves are for the healing 
of the nations. 


The Jate Dr. H. A. Ironside had 


a sermon on “Care for Gad’s Fruit 
Trees” and he very wisely said 
that the spiritual application of 
this Scripture is that Christian 
men and institutions which bear 
fruit for God and for the ‘help and 
strengthening of God’s. people 
must be protected and provided 
for. Careless criticism of God’s 
preacher is a sin. Lack of support

Jesus May Come Today!

The Scriptural signs given show 
that when they are fulfilled, the 
coming of the Lord draws nigh. 
But all these Scriptures quoted 
above show that the coming of 
the Lord might have been at any 
time from Pentecost on until now. 
For that reason all the signs of 
the second coming are left in- 
definite in degree. Wars grow 
worse and worse, but the Scrip- 
ture never says just how much 
war must occur before the Saviour 
comes. Worldliness and unbelief 
in the churches grow worse and 
worse, an accelerating and in- 
creasingly weighty evidence that 
the Saviour’s return is “even at 
the door.”’ But some of this world- 
liness has been in the churches 
from the beginning, and how far 
wrong the church will go before 
the Saviour’s return is not re- 
vealed in the Bible. There is not 
one single sign for which Chris- 
tians have needed to wait before 
they should expect the return of 
the Saviour. And not one single 
event has occurred or will occur 
definitely enough that any person 
ean know the day or hour of His 
return. 


I. Christ’s Imminent Return 
Clearly Stated By Christ Himself 


The. Bible is full of teaching 
about the second coming of Christ 
and related events. Those of us 
who take the Bible literally and 
it all and are therefore 
premillennialists, expecting the 
literal, bodily, physical return of 
Christ and His reign upon earth 
as foretold in the Scriptures, have 
much to preach. We have the 
great themes of the resurrection; 
the rapture or meeting Christ in 
the air; the judgment seat of 
Christ; the great tribulation; the 
man of sin, or Antichrist; the 
glorious return of Christ with 
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Saints and angels; the battle of 
Armageddon; the réstoration. of 
the Jews to Palestine; the judg- 
ment of the living nations; the 
millennial reign of Christ on 
David's throne, etc. All these mat- 
ters ought to be preached for they 
are clearly taught in the Bible. 
But, very strangely, we often neg- 
lect the greatest theme in con- 
nection with the Saviour’s coming, 
and that is that His coming is 
imminent, and that every Chris- 
tian is commanded to wwatcn! 
watch! watch! for no man knows 
the day nor hour when He shall 
come. 


Whatever Jesus taught about 
His second coming, the point gf 
His message was always this: that 
His coming is to be sudden, un- 
expected, and surprising so that 
every Christian should be ready 
for His coming at any moment. 

In the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, after thirty-five verses 
concerned with the second coming, 
then Jesus said, “But of that day 
and hour knoweth no man, no not 
the angels of heaven, but -my 
F'ather only.” 

From verses 36 to 51, the last 
sixteen verses of the same chap- 
ter, Jesus earnestly urges the un- 
expectedness and imminence of 
His coming. In verse 42 He says, 
“Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come.” And in verse 44 He says, 
“Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh.” 

The angels do not know when 
Jesus will return. Jesus Himself, 
While in the flesh, did not know 
when He would return as He Him- 
self said in Mark 13:32. 

Then in Mark 13:33 He said, 
‘Take ye heed, watch and pray: 
for ye know not when the time 
i. 

And in Mark 13:37. He repeats 
again His warning, saying: ‘‘And 
what I say unto you I say unto 
all, Watch.” 

In Matthew 25:13 Jesus closes 
the parable of the ten virgins, 
saying: “Watch therefore, for ye 
know~neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” 

In Luke 12:40, after warning 
Christians that they should be 
“like unto men that wait for their 
Lord,” telling them “And if he 
Shall come in the second watch, 
or come in the third watch, and 
find them so, blessed are those 
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servants” (Luke 12:38), and next 
reminding them how a man should 
be constantly watching lest the 
thief should break in and steal 
(verse 39) then Jesus said, “Be 
ye therefore ready also: for the 
Son of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not.” 


Only one honest meaning is 
possible in these Scriptures: Jesus 
may come today! 

If the Bible is a trustworthy 
book, then Jesus might have re- 
turned even in the lifetime of 
these New Testament Christians, 
He might have returned any time 
during the centuries since then, 
or He may return now at any 
moment. If the Father Himself 
has set the time, then He has not 
revealed it even to the angels and 
certainly not to any man. He may 
come today. There is no other pos- 
sible meaning to these Scriptures. 


He has put no promised event 
before the Saviour’s. coming. 
There are no Scriptures yet to be 
fulfilled before Jesus comes, and 
we are commanded plainly, re- 
peatedly, insistently to watch for 
His coming. 

If you do not believe that the 
coming of Christ is imminent, then 
you make Christ Himself a de- 
ceiver. It would have been cruel 
and insincere for Jesus to have all 
the apostles and New Testament 
Christians earnestly watching for 
His return if it was already a set- 
tled fact that He could not return 
for thousands of years. No, the 
words of Jesus were true words, 
and they ‘are as good today for us 
as they were the day they were 
uttered to the apostles. Jesus may 
come this very day, yea, this very 
hour. We may hear the sound of 
the trumpet and may feel our- 
selves suddenly changed and 
caught up to meet the Lord in 
the air where we will be gathered 
with the saints of all ages ‘and 
carried to the Father’s house of 
many mansions while the unsaved 
are left on a wicked world, turned 
over to sin and to the man of sin 
until we shall return with Christ 
to reign. Today I may see Jesus! 
Today I may see my mother, my 
father, my baby brothers! Today 
I may enter into the reward of 
my labors. Today I may lay down 
my burdens, lay down my sor- 
rows, lay down my weaknesses, 
lay down my disappointments, lay 
down my frail, sinful body! Today 


I may be clothed upon with a 
glorious body like that of our 
Saviour! Oh! today I may see 


Jesus and report and bring in my 
sheaves rejoicing, and kiss His 
dear feet! May God grant that I 
will not be ashamed before Him 
at His coming but that I may be 
watching with my lamp trimmed 
and burning when I hear the 
great shout, “Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him!” Jesus may come this very 
day! Hallelujah! 


If. His Imminent Second Com- 
ing Illustrated By Jesus 


How precious this doctrine is 
to the Saviour and how important 
to His disciples we can see by the 
way He repeated it and illustrat- 
ed it. Notice the illustrations the 
Saviour gave. 

1. The second coming will be 
like the flood in the days of Noah. 
Jesus said: 

“But as the days of Noe were, 
so shall also the coming of the 


‘Son of man be. For as in the days 


that were before the flood they 
were eating and drinking, marry- 
ing and giving in. marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the 
ark, and knew not until the flood 


came, and took them all away; 
so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man be.”—Matt. 24 :37-39, 

The fact of the coming flood 
had been clearly foretold. For one 
hundred years Noah ‘had been 
building an ark and preparing for 
the flood. You may be sure that 
everybody in the inhabited por- 
tion of the earth knew of God's 
warning. You could no more keep 
the ark a secret than if in the 
Panhandle of Texas or in the 
mountains of Arkansas men 
should work for a hundred years 
building a ship like the Titanic or 
the Queen Mary! Noah's preaching 
“sot over.” Yet the people did not 
know when the flood would come. 
They did not believe it. Noah him- 
self did not know when. The Lord 
gave no definite date. Noah went 
into the ark when he was com- 
manded, and God shut the door. 
Even then the flood did not come 
for seven days. There were no pre- 
ceding signs by which they could 
be sure of the exact date of the 
threatened deluge, even if they 
had believed it was coming, so the 
men of that age ‘were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe 
entered into the ark.” That is the 
way it will be, the Saviour says, 
when He comes. People will be as 
unprepared and His coming will 
be as sudden and unexpected. 

2. The Saviour’s coming is lik- 
ened to the coming of the bride- 
groom whose bridesmaids ‘have 
been waiting until far into the 
night (Matt. 25:4-13). Some of 
the bridesmaids had no oil and 
expected their dry wicks to burn 
until he came, but their lamps 
went out. All of them, the wise 
and the foolish, those with the 
oil of salvation and those with on- 
ly the lamps of profession, ‘‘slum- 
bered and slept.” And then at 
midnight His coming was so sud- 
den and unexpected that those 
who had no oil did not have time 
to secure it but were left without 
and missed the wedding. 


And so there could be no doubt 
of His meaning, for the closing 
verse of the parable says, 

“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” 


The point of the parable of the 
ten virgins is this, that the coming 
of Jesus is imminent. He may 
come today, so therefore be ready. 

The virgins knew the. bride- 
groom was coming, but just when 
they did not know. He might have 
returned at once. They ought to 
have been ready at any moment. 

It is strange that people would 
so pervert the Scriptures as to 
miss the very heart of the Sav- 
lour’s teaching here. Yet a few 
years ‘ago the story of the ten 
virgins Was given in the Interna- 
tional Sunday Schoo] Lessons but 
only the first twelve verses were 
printed. The thirteenth verse 
Where Jesus gives the conclusion 
and lesson of the parable was 
omitted entirely in the Sunday 
School quarterlies that I saw. The 
Saviour’s second coming was not 
even mentioned! The parable of 
the ten virgins is not simply a les- 
son on preparedness. It is a les- 
son on preparedness—not for use- 
fulness, not even for death pri- 
marily—but preparedness for the 
second coming of Christ. The les- 
son is that Jesus may come at any 
moment, so watch and be ready! 


3. The second coming is as im- 
minent as a master returning to 
his home after a long journey. 
Jesus used this illustration more 
than once. In Matthew 24:45-47 
Jesus said: 


“Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made 


ruler over his household, to give 
them meat in due season? Blesseq 
is that servant, whom his lord 
when he cometh shall find so do. 
ing. Verily I say unto you, That 
he shall make him ruler over all 
his goods.” 

The return of such a master js 
imminent. That is, he ought to be 
expected at any moment, and it 
is a faithful and wise servant who 
earnestly does his duty day by 
day looking forward to his mas.- 
ter’s return. 


But there are those who savy 
that “my Lord delayeth His com- 
ing,’ and that we ought not to 
expect Him momentarily now. For 
such the Saviour continued the 
same parable in verses 48-51 
follows: 

“But and if that evil servant 
shall say in his heart, My lord 
delayeth his coming; and shall be- 
gin to smite his fellowservants. 
and to eat and drink with the 
drunken; the lord of that servant 
shall come in a day when he look- 
eth not for him, and in an hour 
that he is not aware of, and shall 
cut him asunder, and appoint him 
his portion with the hypocrites: 
there shall be weeping. and gnash- 
ing of teeth.” 

This is a picture, perhaps, of 
an unsaved one. But unsaved are 
as much accountable to Jesus as 
the saved. All a sinner ‘has he gets 
from God, and he must give an 
account to the Lord Jesus Christ 
whether he loves Him or not. 
This world belongs to Jesus Christ 
and one day He is going to claim 
it. Meantime, all who read this 
had better be ready for Jesus to 
come for they shall certainly have 
to give an account for their 
stewardship even if they have not 
been converted. 


And what a sad teaching this 
is! Don’t you see thatione who 
says in his theart, “My \lord de- 
layeth his coming,” is not right in 
his heart? He is not anxious for 
Jesus to come, perhaps is not will- 
ing for Jesus to come, ‘and there- 
fore does not watch. This Scrip- 
ture indicates that it is always 
unbelief and sin that keeps one 
from eagerly watching for Jesus 
to come. 

Jesus taught the same matter 
in Mark 13:34-37, 'and verse 35 
says, ‘“‘Watch ye therefore: for ye 
know not when the master of the 
house cometh, at even, or ‘at mid- 
night, or at the cockcrowing, or in 
the morning.” Surely the. coming 
of Jesus may be today, may be 
any moment. 

The imminence of the Saviour’s 
coming He illustrated by the un- 
expected thief. 

In Matthew 24:43, 44, Jesus said, 

“But know this, that if the 
goodman of the house had known 
in what watch the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and 
would not have suffered his house 
to be broken up. Therefore be ye

select few! We wish to state 


most emphatically as our conviction that God’s revival may 
be had when we will and where we will. That peer of evan- 
gelists, Mr. C. G, Finney, believed that any body of Christian 
people, provided they wholeheartedly and unreservedly car- 


ried out God’s will, could have 


Mr. D. L. Moody was con- 
tinually urging that Pentecost was 
merely a-specimen day. Most cer- 
tainly it is not to be misunderstood 
from these pages that the Orient 
is peculiarly suited to revival. We 
have seen audiences in the home- 
lands moved in exactly the same 
way as in China. True, it usually 
takes longer. But, whether it takes 
a day or whether it takes a fort- 
night, the principle is clear that 
any group of seeking Christians 
may receive the full blessing of 
Pentecost. 


Our reading of the Word of God 
makes it inconceivable to us that 
the Holy Spirit should be willing, 
even for a day, to delay His work. 
We may be sure that, where there 
is a lack of the fulness of God, it 
is ever due to man’s lack of faith 
and obedience. If God the Holy 
Spirit is not. glorifying Jesus 
Christ in the world today, as at 
Pentecost, it is we who are to 
blame. After all, what is revival 
but simply the Spirit of God fully 
controlling in the surrendered life? 
It must always be possible, then, 
when man yields. The sin of un- 
yieldedness, alone, can keep us 
from revival. 


Prayer in Revival 

But are we ready to receive 
Him? Do we value the Giver and 
the gift sufficiently? Are we ready 
to pay the price of Holy Ghost 
revival? Take prayer for example. 
The history of revival shows plain- 
ly that all movements of the Spirit 
have started in prayer. Yet is it 
not right there that many of us 
wilt and falter at the cost? The 
Bible does not tell us very much 
of what went on in that Upper 
Room in Jerusalem between our 
Lord’s ascension and the: Day of 
Pentecost. But we may be reason- 
ably certain that that little band 
of disciples begrudged every 
minute that was spent off their 
knees. There was so much to be got 
rid of, so many hindering things 
to be laid away, so much gold to be 
refined, so much dross to be con- 
sumed. The Day of Pentecost told 
best what had passed in that Up- 


per Room. We know, too, that all 


subsequent outpourings of the 
Spirit were linked with prayer. 
“And when they prayed,’ Luke 
tells us, “the place was shaken 
where they were assembled to- 
gether, and they were all filled 
with the Holy Spirit and spake 
the Word of God with boldness” 
(Acts. iv. 31). 


The mighty spiritual upheavals 
in Reformation times, came largely 
as the result of prayer. It is said 
of Luther that he could get any- 
thing from God he asked for. Mary 
Queen of Scots had a_ greater 
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dread of the prayers of John Knox 
than of all the armies of England. 
That glorious movement of the 
Spirit which fused the discordant 
elements among the Moravians at 
Herrnhut in 1727, and transform- 
ed them into what has been the 
mightiest evangelizing force in the 
world for the past two centuries, 
was born in prayer. “Was there 
ever in the whole of Church his- 
tory,’ writes Bishop Hasse, ‘‘such 
an astonishing prayer-meeting as 
that which, beginning (at Herrn- 
hut) in 1727, went on one hundred 
years? It is something absolutely 
unique. It was known as the 
‘Hourly Intercession,’ and it meant 
that by relays of brethren and sis- 
ters prayer without ceasing was 
made to God for all the works 
and wants of His Church. Prayer 
of that kind always leads to ac- 
tion. In this case it kindled a 
burning desire to make Christ’s 
salvation known to the heathen. 
It led to the beginning of modern 
foreign missions. From that one 
small village community more 
than one hundred missionaries 
went out in twenty-five years. We 
will look in vain elsewhere for 
anything to match it in anything 
like the same extent.” But is there 
any reason, may we ask, why the 
Moravian movement should not be 
matched today? It is not likely 
that the Eternal Spirit has grown 
weary. Surely we may count on 
it that the blessing is waiting for 
us, if we will only get down on our 
knees and ask for it. 


Perhaps the most striking phase 
of the Wesleyan movement was 
the emphasis which its leaders laid 
on prayer. Their regular practice 
was to pray from four to five in 
the morning and from five to six 
in the evening. Great figures like 
William Bramwell, however, would 
spend half the night in prayer be- 
sides, and afterwards go through 
a district like a flame of fire. If 
only the millions of Methodists to- 
day would esteem prayer as did 
their great forefathers, what might 
not happen! 


Finney depended more upon the 
prayers of fathers Nash and Clary 
to bring down Holy Ghost revival 


than upon his own resistless logic.. 


So accustomed are we today to 
the Laodicean condition of the 
Church that the all-pervading in- 
fluence of prayer in F'inney’s times 
amazes us. Imagine forty ministers 
and missionaries being thrust into 
the Lord’s harvest field as the re- 


in a Rochester High School! By 
1857, Finney was seeing 
thousand a week turning to God. 
In many cities there was no build- 
ing. large enough to hold the 
prayer-meetings. It was at that 
time that the Fulton. Street 
prayer-meeting started in a side 
room in a church, and in a few 
weeks had taxed the capacity of 
the entire building to the utmost, 
and had even overflowed to neigh- 
bouring churches. 


In 1858, Mr. Spurgeon called his 
great congregation together and 
said: “The Spirit of God is sav- 
ing multitudes now in the United 
States. Since God is no respecter 
of persons we will pray until He 
sends similar showers of blessing 
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vival of 1859 was the answer. Mr. 
Moody, it is said, would not ac- 
cept an invitation to conduct a 
mission unless he were given posi- 
tive assurance that the way would 
be prepared by prayer. In the 
south of Wales, shortly before the 
great revival there in the early 
years of the present century,three 
hundred extra prayer-groups were 
formed. Wales, in fact, became al- 
most like one geat prayer-meeting. 
What, was the result? Within two 
months seventy.thousand turned to 
the Lord. 


“At Calcutta, in 1902, two lady 
missionaries of the Khassia Hills 
Mission listened to an address on 
prayer by the late -Dr.. Torrey. 
They were so moved by it that 
when they went back to their 
people their one theme was prayer. 
The result was that, by the Spring 
of 1905, the Khassians were pray- 
ing everywhere. Revival, of course, 
was inevitable. Within a few 
months, over eight thousand ad- 
ditions were made to the Church 
in that one section of India. 

In an early chapter we pointed 
out how that it was intense, be- 
lieving prayer that had so much 
to do with the revival which, in 
1907, brought fifty thousand Kor- 
eans to Christ. We are convinced, 
too, that all movements of the 
Spirit in China which have come 
within our own experience, may 
-be traced to prayer. After one 
particularly moving series of meet- 
ings a missionary remarked to me, 
“Since the Lord did so much with 
our small amount of praying, what 
might He not have done if we had 
prayed as we ought?” “What is 
the secret of revival?” a great 
evangelist was once asked. ‘“‘There 
is no secret,” he replied. ‘Revival 
always comes in answer to pray- 
Sg 


The Bible Revival 


We wish to affirm, too, that we 
can entertain no hope of a mighty, 
globe-encircling Holy Spirit reviv- 
al without there being first a 
back-to-the-Bible movement. The 
Author of the Bible is being great- 
ly dishonored these days by the 
doubt cast upon His Word. It 
must, indeed, be a cause of in- 
tense grief to Him that the Book 
which alone testifies of the Lord 
Jesus should be so lightly esteemed 
by man. Unless the Bible is to us 
in very truth the Word of God, 
our prayers can be naught but sheer 
mockery. There never has been a 
revival except where there have 
been Christian men and women 
thoroughly believing in and whole- 
heartedly pleading the promises of 
God. 

The Sword of the Spirit, which 
is the Word of God, is the only 
weapon which has ever’ been 
mightily used in revival. Where 
it has been given for what it 
claims to be, the Word of God has 
always been like a sharp, two 
edged sword, like fire, and like a 
hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces. When Luther got the Scrip- 
tures translated into German, that 
country was lost to Rome. Moody 
did not possess the learning of the 
schools, but he did know his Bi- 
ble; and it is certain that the 
world never has known, and doubt- 
ful if it ever will know, his equal 
as an apostle of souls. 

During my student days in To- 
ronto my one weapon, in the jails 
and slums, was the Bible. In China 
I have often given from thirty- 


|five to forty addresses in a week, 
practically all of them being sim- 


ply Bible rehearsals. In fact, I 
think I can safely say that, during 
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is a sin. Not to support great 
Christian institutions which are 
true to the Word of God and 
which nourish all good Christian 
causes is forbidden in this Scrip- 
ture. God loves His fruit trees and 
wants them protected.

Whatever the 
emergency, Jews were not allowed 
to cut down fruit trees and nut 
trees. Whatever the needs, the 
stresses, the emergencies, God still 
required His people not to destroy 
the fruit trees. 

It may well be that every reader 
of THE SWORD OF THE LorD has 
pressing duties to his church, ‘to 
other Christian institutions, duties 
in his own community.

The great 
enemy of your soul does not mind 
your setting a time far distant 
when you can go to Christ. If 
you will ‘continue to place that 
time at the distance of a week or 
an hour, or a minute, his object is 
gained, and your soul is lost.

But you ask: “Does not a sin- 
ner, at the moment of his actual 
submission to the Saviour, feel 
more fit to be pardoned; and is 
not Christ more willing to par- 
don him than ever before?” No, 
dear friend. No! He was less fit 
to be pardoned, for his sins had 
been increasing every moment up 
to that very time, and Christ was 
no more willing to pardon him 
than He had always been. 


III. To Cast Yourself Unreservedly 
on His Mercy and Trust in Him 
Alone for Salvation 


The next thing required of you 
is to cast yourself unreservedly on 
His mercy and trust in Him alone 
for salvation. This implies that you 
renounce all expectations of saving 
yourself, or of being saved any 
other way than through the 
righteousness and redemption of 
Christ. Did you ever feel as if you 
had done all you could? Have you 
tried to think of something more 
to do to obtain hope and forgive- 
ness? You have done too much in 
this way already. 

Just stop doing, and begin to 
trust Christ to do all, and you are 
safe. A man is rowing a boat on 
a river just above a_ dreadful 
cataract. The current begins to 
bear him downward; the — spec- 
tators on the banks give him up 
for lost. ‘‘He is gone!” they all 
exclaim. But in another moment 
a rope is thrown towards. the 
wretched man; it strikes the water 
near the boat. Now how does the 
case stand? Do all the spectators 
call upon him to row, to row 
stronger, to try harder to reach 
the shore? Oh, no; the eager and 
united cry is: “Drop your oars! 
Give up your desperate attempt! 
Take hold of the rope.” So all the 
sinner’s hope lies not in struggling 
to save himself, but in ceasing to 
struggle; for‘ while he expects 
soon to accomplish the work of 
Salvation, he: will not look to 
Christ to do #t for him. It is not 
doing, but yielding, that is re- 
quired. 


But to say: “Why then do you 
urge me to become a Christian or 
to do anything? Why not let me 
sit still, and wait till Christ shall 
come and pardon me?” And what 
if the man in the boat dropped 
his oar, and then folded his hands 
and waited for the rope to save? 
He might as well have died row- 
ing as sitting still, and would as 
certainly have died in the latter 
case as in the former. But he 
must grasp the rope. So the sin- 
ner must lay hold upon the Cross 
—not by waiting till he is better, 
but by first concluding that he 
shall’ never be any better in the 
way he is going on, and then look- 
ing to Christ. As he perceives the 
ground sinking beneath him, and 
feels how lost and wretched he is,

himself. Then, too, His majesty is 
a lover of fine horses and has one 
.Of the finest stables of Arabian 
horses in the world. Therefore, I 
decided to seek an audience with 
the King and asked my host at 
the “Y” to try to arrange it for 
me to visit the King in Ammon, 
the capital. 


Audience With King Abdullah 


Monday morning while Cathy 
and I were eating breakfast our 
host came in and said, “Mr. Rice, 
you are to see the King this morn- 
ing at 9:00 o’clock.” I looked at 
my watth and protested, “But it 
is after seven now—how can I get 
to Ammon by nine?” 


“You don’t have to go to Am- 
mon,” he replied, “His Majesty ar- 
rived in Jerusalem last night and 
is now at the palace just a few 
blocks from here.” 


At five minutes before nine I 
presented myself at the palace. 
Soldiers guarded the front door, 
bayonets fixed to their rifles. In- 
side I met several officers of the 
famous Arab Legion with ribbon- 
decorated chests. They greeted me 
cordially, asked if my visit was 
a political one (it wasn’t), told me 
to stand until the King was seat- 
ed, to keep my coat buttoned, not 
to cross my legs, not to smoke, (I 
don’t) and that I must talk with 
the King through an interpreter. 

Then I was escorted into a large 


room and introduced to His Ma- 
esty, King Abdullah Ibn Al Hus- 
sain, ruler of Jordan. 

I liked him. 

The King is a rather small 
man who dresses in Arab costume. 
He was wearing a white scarf, 
called a keffiyeh, over his head. 
His long open robe and trousers 
were of a brown, coarse-looking 
material. His feet and legs were 
encased in. black leather boots. 
These things I saw at a glance. 
Then I looked at his face and saw 
heavy eyebrows, straight nose, 
friendly eyes, short-cropped mus- 
tache and beard. I also saw gentlie- 
ness, intelligence, dignity and 
strength—in that order. If I had 
not already known it, I doubt if 
I would have suspected him of the 
courage and skill he showed as an 
Arab general in the first World 
War, nor that he is still an expert 
horseman and a crack pistol shot. 
He looked like he might have a 
sense of humor and he looked like 
he had known suffering. As I said, 
I liked him. 


The King waved me to a.seat 
but I didn’t know whether I oughi 
to sit down until he was seated. 
He promptly sat down and I sat 
in the chair he had _= indicated 
across the room from him.

I asked him ,about Arabian 
horses. I would like to ship one 
or two to America. Could he ad- 
vise me about procuring good 
horses?

Did I know any- 
thing about horses? Sure—born on 
a ranch, I had been raised in the 
cattle country of West Texas and 
had ridden all my life. He was 
plainly delighted and asked me to 
come sit beside him. I did and 
we talked about horses. 


He told me it might be difficult 
for me to buy an Arabian mare 
because the seller is entitled to the 
first two colts she produces after 
being sold.

also -ready: for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh.” 

In \Luke 12:39,40, Jesus said: 

“And this know, that if the 
goodman of the house had known 
what hour the thief would come, 
he woud have watched, and not 
have suffered his house to be 
broken through. Be ye therefore 
ready also: for the Son .of man 
cometh at an hour when ye think 

mot.” 

The coming of a thief to break 
in and steal is a matter that peo- 
ple ought always to be forewarned 
and forearmed about. There is no 
set time for the thief to come. He 
may come at any moment. There- 
fore every householder ought to 
be prepared and constantly watch- 
ing. Just so the coming of the 
Saviour may be at any moment, 
and the only way for us to be 
safe from embarrassment and 
shame when He comes is to be 
watching and ready. The saved who 
slumber and have their lamps 
smoking will be embarrassed; the 
lost who have no oil of salvation 
will not only be ashamed but will 
be left behind ‘and will miss the 
wedding. 

Ill. Sinner, Take Warning! 

Let the unsaved readers observe 
the note of solemn warning in all 
these passages where Jesus spoke 
of His coming. Every time He 
mentions that we should watch 
because He might return any hour 
of any day there is a thrill of joy 
for the Christian, and yet there 
is a solemn and fearful thought 
for the unsaved. 

“As the days of Noe were, so 
shall also the cdming of the Son 
of man be,” Jesus said. And re- 
member that all the world, ex- 
cept eight souls, perished in that 
terrible flood because of their 
wickedness of which they did not 
repent! 

And when Jesus spoke of the 
returh of a master to call ‘his 
servants to account after a long 
absence, He warned of the fear- 
ful punishment that would befall 
the unfaithful servant who began 
to eat and drink with the drunken 
and {to beat the other servants, 
etc. The coming of Christ for His 
saints will be a sad day for every 
unsaved soul. 

His coming is likened unto a 
thief in the night, and like the 
householder who is not ready has 
his home broken up and his goods 
stolen, so every sinner who has 
not trusted Christ will find him- 
self bereft of the most precious 
things in this world—His loved 
enes who are Christians. Many a 
man will have mother, father, 
wife, babies or dear friends taken 
away in an instant, and he be left 
to face a world gone mad in sin 
with every single Christian re- 
moved at one stroke! 

Some few will be saved during 
the great tribulation, but even 
then they cannot miss the tribu- 
lation. Some of the virgins who 
had no oil in their lamps may go 
back ‘and get oil, but when they 
come to knock at the door where 
the Wedding is, they will find the 
door is shut and they are left out- 
side. Some will be saved, I say, 
during .the great tribulation, but 
at what terrible cost! With 
churches closed, preachers gone, 
loved ones gone, they will be left 
aS poor, crying babes in a wilder- 
ness Of sin without a single man 
of God to teach them, without an 
older Christian to comfort them 
or give them strength. 

And saddest of all ® this fact: 
when Christ comes and takes away 
all His saints, then most of the 
good influences will be taken out 
of this world and most of those 
who reject Christ will then plunge 
headlong into such sin as they 
never before dreamed of. The 
Antichrist will be so deceptive and 
his power so terrible that few will 
oppose ‘him. None can buy or sell 
without taking his mark, and 
those who take his mark will 
never be saved. Many of those 
who -are saved will endure the 
fiercest persecution, hunted like 
wild ‘beasts and put to death for 

ause..of Christ.. Those who 

nsaved when Jesus comes for 
; saints, will be left behind and 
“yiost of them then will never, 
never, never turn to Christ for 
salvation. 

You who read these lines, then, 
make sure that you are saved 


now for Jesus may come today. 
It is terribly dangerous for any 
unsaved sinner to live one day 
without Christ. It will be a thou- 
sand-fold more dangerous to go 
into the great tribulation with- 
out Jesus when all] the saints have 
been taken out at the coming of 
the Saviour. 


IV. Objections Answered 


Here I can imagine that some 
reader says, “I know that the 
words of Jesus seem to teach that 
He may return at any time. But 
certain other Scriptures appear 
to contradict that.” Some good 
Christian people do not under- 
stand certain passages of Scrip- 
ture relating to the second com- 
ing, and so stumble at this blessed 
teaching that the Saviour may re- 
turn at any moment. Therefore 
they do not constantly watch as 
He commanded. They miss the 
joy of ‘‘the blessed hope.” 


However, since the Bible never 
contradicts itself, it will not be 
difficult to reconcile these Scrip- 
tures, and that I will try to do 
and show that there is no pro- 
phesied event to come before the 
return of Christ. 

(1). It is sometimes said the 
gospel must first be preached to 
all the world before Jesus comes; 
that He cannot return for His 
saints until the evangelization of 
the world is completed. 

The Scripture quoted for this 
is Matthew 24:14: 

“And this gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; and then shall the end 
come.” 

The mistake here is in sSuppos- 
ing that “the end” is the coming 
of Christ to take away His saints. 
Rather, “the end” is the end of 
the tribulation time. In the same 
passage, verse 8 tells about “the 
beginning of sorrows,’ which I 
believe is the time just after the 
rapture of the saints. Verse 21 in 
the same passage says: ‘For then 
shall be great tribulation, such as 
was not since the beginning of 
the world to this time, no, ‘nor 
ever shall be.” 

Remember that there are two 
phases of the coming of Christ. 
First, He will come into the air 
and call out His saints to meet 
Him. This is the first part of His 
coming, the part always referred 
to by Jesus when He said, “Watch, 
therefore, for ye know neither the 
day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of man cometh” and made similar 
statements. Then on the earth 
there will intervene the seventieth 
or last “week” of Daniel’s pro- 
phecy (Dan. 9:24-27). On the earth 
then there will be ‘the beginning 
of sorrows,” and in the last half 
of the ‘‘week,” three and one-half 
years of great tribulation while 
the Antichrist rules the world. 
Then Christ will return from 
Heaven, coming literally in the 
clouds with the saints and angels 
to fight the battle of Armageddon, 
destroy the kingdoms of the Anti- 
christ, and reign upon earth. Dur- 
ing the great tribulation this gos- 
pel of the kingdom will - be 
preached to all the world and then 
will come the end of the tribula- 
tion in the battle of Armageddon 
when Christ comes to set up His 
kingdom. That is what Matthew 
24:14 means. The gospel or good 
news of the coming reign of Christ 
will be preached by a newly con- 
verted remnant in all the world 
after Christ comes and takes 
away His saints. 

But in any case, the gospel has 
already been preached “in all the 
world for a witness unto all na- 
tions.’”’ At Pentecost we are told 
that “‘there were dwelling at Jeru- 
salem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven,” that 
is, those who had come to abide 
there temporarily during the feast, 
probably from the time of the 
Passover through Pentecost. We 
are told that these heard the gos- 
pel bythe Spirit-filled Christians 
and that they were “out of every 
nation under heaven.” 

At a Bible Conference where I 
answered many Bible questions, 


came a full-blooded Indian from} 


Oklahoma who asked for an in- 
terview. He had heard me on the 
radio and was sent by his tribe 
from northern Oklahoma to ask 
me this question. Opening his 
Bible to this verse, Acts 2:5, he 


said, “My people want to know if 
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any of those devout Jews were 
from America, among the Indians 
and prehistoric races in America 
at that time.” His question cer- 
tainly astonished me, and for a 
time I did not know what to an- 
swer. He continued to tell me 
how traditions had come down 
through the years from father to 
son among his people about God, 
the creation, the flood, and even 
some faint glimmer of ideas about 
the Christ. All I could tell him 


of the Scriptures, though I did 
not know whether the Scripture 
meant that there were Jews pres- 
ent who had lived among the 
American Indians or not. In any 
case, the gospel was preached to 
representatives in all the world 
when it was preached at Pente- 
cost. 


Again we are told about the 
church at Rome that “your faith 
is spoken of throughout the whole 
world’ (Rom. 1:8), and Paul 
wrote to the Colossians ‘about 
“The gospel; which is come unto 
you, as it is in all the world” (Col. 
1:5, 6). So the gospel has already 
been preached in all the world. 
Even if Matthew 24:14 referred 
to this age, then it ‘has already 
been fulfilled. We ought to do all 
we can to get the gospel to every 
creature, but the second coming 
of Christ need not be delayed 
awaiting evangelization of the 
world. Jesus may come at any 
moment. No prophesied event is 
to intervene before the coming of 
Christ to take away His Saints. 


(2). Some people believe that 
the coming of the man of sin, the 
son of perdition, or Antichrist, 
must precede the coming of Christ. 
They have in mind the warning 
of II Thessalonians 2:1-3 as fol- 
lows: 


“Now we beseech you, brethren, 
by the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and by our gathering to- 
gether unto him, that ye be not 
soon shaken in mind, or be trou- 
bled, neither by spirit, nor by 
word, nor by letter as from us, 
as that the day of. Christ is at 
hand. Let no man deceive you by 
any means: for that day shall not 
come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition.” 

The above Scripture plainly 
warns that ‘the day of Christ” is 
not “at hand.” Some had evident- 
ly written in Paul’s name, and 
others had evidently quoted Paul 
as saying that the day of Christ 
was at hand, that is, impending 
soon. Paul urged them not to be 
deceived since this day of Christ 
cannot come until there comes a 
great falling away and the man 
of sin or son of perdition (the 
Antichrist) be revealed. 

But we must not confuse ‘‘the 
day of Christ” and the coming of 
Christ for His saints. The day of 
Christ here means the same as 
“the day of the Lord,’ a term 
used many, many times through- 
out the Bible. That term refers 
always to that future time when 
Christ will visibly, bodily, per- 
sonally and literally return tothe 
earth, destroy the armies of the 
Antichrist at the battle of Arma- 
geddon and set up His throne at 
Jerusalem and there begin His 
millennial reign. “The day of 
Christ” or “the day of the Lord’ 
includes all the millennial reign 
of Christ until He shall turn the 
kingdom over to His Father. The 
day or period of Christ means the 
time of His rule. But the term, 
“the day of the Lord,” or of 
Christ, never refers to Christ’s 
coming into the air as a Bride-

was that I believed the statement: 


groom for His bride when the 
Christian dead will be raised and 
living Christians will be changed 
and all caught out together to 
meet Christ in the air. The rap- 
ture, the hope of the church when 
we will be caught out with Jesus 
for a honeymoon in our Father’s 
house of many mansions which 
Jesus is now preparing for us, 
comes before “the day of Christ” 
or “the day of the Lord.” After 
Christ takes out His saints, and 
the Holy Spirit who makes His 
abode in the bodies of the saints 
is taken away, then the man of 
sin will be revealed and will run 
his short and terrible course. The 
Holy Spirit who dwells in Chris- 
tians now hinders the man of sin 
so that he does not appear and is 
not revealed to the world as yet. 
But as soon as we are taken out, 
then the man of sin will be re- 
vealed. Following him then will 
come the day of the Lord or the 
day of Christ. 


The coming of Christ to the 
earth when His feet shall stand on 
the Mount of Olives when He shall 
fight the battle of Armageddon 
and sit on His throne at Jeru- 
salem is NOT imminent. The com- 
ing of Christ into the air to call 
out His saints, .both living and 
dead, to meet Him, IS imminent. 
With this in mind, you can see that 
this passage of Scripture does not 
contradict the many plain pas- 
Sages where the Saviour warns 
us that His coming will be like a 
thief in the night or like the flood 
on the unsuspecting wicked in 
Noah’s day, or like the unexpected 
return of the master to judge his 
servants after a long absence. 

After the rapture of the saints, 
then there is a well defined train 
of events foretold in the Bible, 
and those on the earth may know 
if they will read the Word of God 
about when the Saviour will re- 
turn to destroy the man of sin 
and set up His kingdom. They may 
know about when the day of the 
Lord will come. But before that 
is the sudden coming of Jesus into 
the air for which all of-us are to 
watch earnestly since no one 
knows that day nor the hour and 
since He may come at any mo- 
ment. 

After studying the Scriptures 
which prove the imminence of 
Christ’s coming, it becomes evi- 
dent that the saints must be cail- 
ed out of this world before the 
great tribulation. In order that 
the rapture may be the great sur- 
prise which is foretold in the 
Scripture, then the rapture of the 
saints must be the next event 
prophesied in the Bible: It must 
come before the battle of Arma- 
geddon, come before the reign of 
the man of sin, or the great tri- 
bulation time. The thing that 
every Christian should watch for 


next is not the appearing of the 


Antichrist, not the restoration of 
the Roman Empire, not the mark 
of the beast, not the great tribu- 
lation, not the last great war and 
the battle of Armageddon, and not 
the reign of Christ iat Jerusalem; 


but the coming of Christ for His .. 


saints. 


V. New Testament Christians 
Expected Christ to Come In 
Their Lifetime 

We have given above many of 
the plain statements of Jesus in 
the gospels concerning His im- 
minent coming, but the rest of the 
New Testament is equally clear. 
New Testament Christians ex- 
pected Jesus to come at any mo- 
ment. 

The people at Corinth were 
“waiting for the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ” as the apostle 
Paul wrote by divine inspiration 
(I Cor. 1:7). The people of Thes- 
salonica “turned to God from idols 
to serve the living and true God; 
and to wait for His Son from 
heaven, whom ‘he raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered 
us from the wrath to come” (I 
Thess. 1:9, 10). After people were 
saved in New Testament times, 
Paul properly taught them to be 
looking for and waiting for the 
coming of the Saviour! They knew 
His coming might be at any mo- 
ment. 

Writing to the Philippians, Paul 
said, “For our conversation is in 
heaven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body...” (Phil. 
3:20, 21). Paul ‘himself was con- 
tinually looking for the coming of 
the Saviour. He had in mind here 
the time of the rapture when he 
would have a changed body, 
caught out to meet Christ. 


To Paul was given the highest 
revelations in New ‘Testament 
times, we suppose. He wrote four- 
teen books of the Bible, (if we 
include as his the book of He- 
brews, which I think we should). 
He was not only a great teacher, 
but was himself so filled with the 
Spirit that he was caught up into 
the third heaven and received re- 
velations that were not lawful to 
utter. He was the most used of 
God of any New Testament char- 
acter, and will meet more souls 
whom he won to Christ than any 
other apostle. And it was con- 
stantly in the mind of Paul that 
Jesus would come, possibly in his 
lifetime, so he looked for Him 
steadily. 

When Paul wrote ‘about the 
rapture of the saints, that event 
when Christ comes into the air to 
receive His own, ‘the wrote of him- 
self as being among the living. In 
I Thessalonians 4:15 ‘he said, “We 
Which are alive and remain. unto 
the coming of. the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep.” 

“We which are alive and re- 
main!” Paul expected to be alive 
and remain until Jesus came. 
Again in the seventeenth verse of 
the same passage the said, “Then 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air.” The Christian 
dead are mentioned in the third

person, but the living are men- 
tioned in the plural, first person. 
It was Paul’s confident hope, nay, 
his expectation, that he should be 
living when Jesus should come. 
That is how clearly the apostles 
were taught the imminency of 
Christ’s return. They knew that 
He might return any moment. 

Likewise, in I Corinthians 15: 
51.52, Paul. says: 

“Behold, I shew you.a mystery; 
We shall not all sleep, but WE 
shall all be changed, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall be 
yaised incorruptible, and WE 
shall be changed.” 


Again Paul spoke of the dead 
in the third person, “The dead 
shall be raised,” but he spoke of 
himself with all the living, say- 
ing, ‘And we shall be changed.” 
Again you notice that this is the 
time of the rapture when Christ 
calls His saints out to meet Him 
in the air. He is not speaking of 
the day of the Lord, a little later 
when Christ returns with all the 


saints to destroy the Antichrist | 


and reign on the earth. 


In James the fifth chapter are 
several references to the coming 
of Jesus as if He might come at 
any moment. To Jewish Christians 
scattered abroad, the _ inspired 
writer says, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the 
Lord” (verse 7). In verse 8 he 
says, “The coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh.” In verse 9 he says, 
“Behold, the judge standeth be- 
fore the door.” These statements 
would only be true for that gen- 
eration (or for any other genera- 
tion, for that matter), if Jesus 
might be expected at any moment. 
It is the clear testimony of all the 
New Testament that we should 
expect Him at that hour or any 
time since the time of the apos- 
tles. 


The! imminency of the coming 
of the Saviour, and of course of 
the things that follow, are- clearly 
taught by the Apostle Peter. In 
I Peter 4:7, we are told, ‘“‘But the 
end of all things is at hand: be 
ye therefore sober, and watch un- 
to prayer.” We are reminded of 
the exhortation of Jesus that 
“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour 
Wherein the Son of man cometh.”

“This second epistle, beloved, I 
now write unto you; in both which 
I stir up your pure niinds by way 
of remembrance; that ye may be 
mindful of the words which were 


spoken before by the holy pro- 


phets, and of the commandment 


of us the apostles of the Lord and 


Saviour: knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last days 


scoffers, walking after their own 


lusts,“and saying, Where is the 
promise of his coming? for since 
the fathers fell asleep, all things 
continue as they were from the 
beginning of the creation” — II 
Peter 3:1-4. 

And then follows in verse 9 the 
inspired explanation of why the 
coming of Christ has been post- 


poned. 
“The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men 


count slackness; but is longsuffer- 
ing to usward, not willing that 
any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance.” 

The coming of the Lord is at 
hand: it is only God’s mercy that 
delays His coming so that others 
may be saved! 

One should notice, too, that it is 
scoffers and unbelievers who will 
not believe that the Saviour is 
likely to come soon. These scoffers 
and unbelievers walk after their 
own lusts, (verse 3) and do not 
believe in direct creation and 
other miracles of God (verse 5). 
Dear reader, do not put yourself 
among~these scoffers! Believe the 
Word of God that Jesus is com- 
ing. We believe He is coming very 
soon, we know that He may come 
at any moment. 


VI. The Closing Testimony of 
the Bible 

Today I have been greatly im- 
pressed with the powerful exhorta- 
-tion given us in the last chapter 
of the Bible concerning the com- 
ing of the Saviour. Here God's 
revelation to man is finished; the 
canon of Scripture is closed. And 
in the last chapter of Revelation 
at least five times we are warned 
that the Saviour is likely to come 
at any moment. Verse 6 Says, 
“These sayings are faithful and 
true: and the Lord God of the 
holy prophets sent his angel to 
shew unto his servants the things 
WHICH MUST SHORTLY BE DONE.” 


Any honest interpretation of 
that verse must agree that it 
means the events pictured in 
Revelation must shortly be ful- 
filled, that is, every reader should 
look forward and expect Him 
soon. And remember that the next 
thing on God’s calendar is the 
coming of the Saviour to take 
away His saints. 

And then in verse 7 the Saviour 
said, “BEHOLD, I COME QUICKLY: 
blessed is he that keepeth the say- 
ings of the prophecy of this book.” 

Jesus*is coming quickly. Is not 
that meant for a warning that you 
must be ready? Does not that 
mean that Jesus is likely to come 
at any moment? Unless this Bible 
is a fraud we must understand it 
so. The time is not named, but we 
are warned to be on our guard, to 
watch and be ready. 

Again, in verse 10 the Lord said, 
“Seal not the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book: for THE 
TIME IS AT HAND.” 

“The time is at hand!” That is 
what Peter said (I Peter 4:7). The 
coming of the Saviour is at hand. 

Then in verse 12 we are warned 
again, “AND, BEHOLD, I COME QUICK- 
LY; and my reward is with me, to 


give every man according as his 


work shall be.” 


And then the last verse in the 


Bible besides the closing benedic- 


which testifieth these things saith, 
SURELY I COME QUICKLY. Amen. 
Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 


Conclusion: Are You Ready? 


Quickly! Quickly! QquIcKLy! Je- 
sus is coming quickly! He may 
come at any moment; it seems cer- 
tain that He will come soon. Bro- 
ther, are-you ready? 

I beg every Christian to lay 
aside the cares and covetousness 
and pleasure of this world that 
would prevent you from being 
happy if Jesus should come today. 
Here we must return to the words 
of the Saviour in Luke 21:34-36. 


lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this life, 
and so that day come upon you 
unawares, For as a snare shall it 
come on all them that dwell on 


“And take heed to yourselves, f 
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ye therefore, and pray always, 


the face of the whole earth: Watch 


that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man.” 


Notice these commands, ‘Take 
heed to yourselves.” ‘Your heart 
will be overcharged with eating! 
and drinking, and the cares of this 
life, and. so that day will come 
upon you unawares,’ the Saviour 
said, ‘if you do mot beware.’ 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always” is the next command of 
Jesus. Christians are to take heed 
about their lives. They are to 
watch ‘hopefully, expectantly for 
the Saviour’s coming, and they 
are to pray often for His com- 
ing. Jesus gave it in the model 
prayer, “Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” That prayer asks for the 
return of Jesus and for His king- 
dom and all the related events. 
And John, the beloved disciple, 
was allowed to use the impassion- 
ed and Spirit-directed prayer of 
his ‘heart when he cried out, “Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus” (Rev. 22: 
20). So, Christians, take heed, 
watch and pray. Do not lose your 
testimony. Do not be too busy 
about making money. Do not get 
too absorbed in pleasure. Do not 
eat too much or drink too much. 
God will destroy both the belly 
and the meats, Paul says. Rather, 
look for Jesus and live a pure life 
and win souls so you will not be 
ashamed before Him at His com- 
ing. 

And, sinner, ‘are you ready for 
Jesus to come? If not, only one 
thing will make you ready, and 
that is for you to trust Him today 
to forgive you, surrender your 
whole heart to Him, claim Him 
as your Saviour! Do it today! 
Make sure cf it while you cdn, 
and then you, too, can join in 
the happy watching for the com- 
ing of the Saviour. 

Do you believe that Jesus is 
coming? Then the way to prove it 
is to win souls, separate yourself 
from the wickedness of this world 
and let your light shine while you 
can.

“Are you ready, Decatur?”’ 

“Are you ready, Denton?” 

And the whistle would blow. 
So with an earnest heart I call 
today to every reader, 

“Are you ready, Christian?”

“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the ‘hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.”

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Revival Campaign Report No. 10 


By Charles T. Lampman, Managing Editor 


With this report for the week of May 7-12 there remains 
only one more week in the ten-week ‘“Revival-by-Mail” cam- 


paign which began March 9. 


During the week for which we 


are reporting there were 19 con- 
versions reported, 48 persons ask- 
ed for free copies of “What Must 
I Do to Be Saved?” and 49 persons 
sent in lists of unsaved loved ones 
and friends. 


Since the campaign began 75,- 
200 copies of “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?” have been distri- 
buted; 25,146 free of charge and 
£0,054 at cost (26,647 copies ship- 
ped during the campaign but not 
previously reported were added 
this week). 

Of the 19 conversions reported 


this week 17 were through the 
instrumentality of “What Must I 
Do to Be Saved?” ‘and two 
through sermons in THE SWORD; 
a man in Avon, Illinois, through 
“The Purpose of the Law,” by Dr. 
W. A. Criswell, (Sworn, April 27, 
1951), ‘and another in Carthage, 
North Carolina, through ‘God's 
Way of Salvation,” by Alexander 
Marshall (Sworp, May 4, 1951). 

Since the ‘“Revival-by-Mail” 
campaign was announced 136 per- 
sons have written us professing 
conversion. We praise God for His 


grace and blessing!

the forty-one years that I have 
been on the foreign field, I ‘have 
mever once addressed a Chinese 


’ gudience without an open Bible in 


my hand, from which I could say, 
“Thus saith the Lord!”’ I have al- 
ways taken it for granted that the 
simple preaching of the Word 
would bring men to Christ. It has 
mever failed me yet. My ‘Chinese 
pastor, one of the most consecrat- 
ed men I have ever met, was saved 
from a life of shame and vice by 
tthe first Gospel address which he 
ever heard me give. 

My deepest regret, on reaching 
threescore years and ten, is that 
I have not devoted more time to 
tthe study of the Bible. Still, in 
less than nineteen years I have 
gone through the New Testament 
in Chinese fifty-five times. That 
prince of Bible-teachers, Dr. 
Campbell Morgan, has declared 
that he would not attempt to 
leach any book in the Bible un- 
fess he had first read it over at 


‘feast fifty times. Some years ago, 


I understand, a gentleman attend- 
ed English Keswick and was so 
fired with a zeal for the Bible 
that in three years he read it 
through twelve times. One would 
tmagine, of course, that he be- 
longed to the leisured class. On 
the contrary, however, he began 
fis day’s work at the Motherwell 
steel plant at 5:30 a.m. 


The Bible was not so neglected 
a Book when the great revivals 
of 1857-59 swept over the United 
States and Great Britain. Neither 
was it ‘so neglected in Moody’s 


time. During the late Manchu dy- 
nasty, scholars were expected to 
know the classics of their sages off 
by heart. How do the scholars of 
so-called Christian lands measure 
up to that standard as regards the 
“‘Werld’s Great Classic’? It is 
nothing short of pathetic how so 
many, who come professedly to 
represent the Lord Jesus Christ 
in China, Know so little of His 
Word. Thirty years ago the mis- 
Ssionary ideal was to know the Bi- 
ble so well that one would not have 
to carry around a= concordance. 
Is the indifference to the Bible 
today on the part of so many mis- 
sionaries due to the fact, perhaps, 
that they have discovered some 
better means with which to meet 
the needs of a sin-sick world? 


Christ Must Be Put First 


Finally, the call to revival must 
be a call to exalt Jesus Christ in 
our hearts as King of kings and 
Lord of lords. He is like an 
Everest peak, rising from level 


plain. There must be room only 


for Him, if we would have Him 
dwell with us at all. Every idol 
must be smashed; every darling 
Isaac laid on the altar; every urge 
of self denied. Then, and then only, 
can we expect the larger fields to 
open before us. It is said of Mah- 
moud, the great Moslem warrior 
that, in his trail of: conquest 
through Northern India, it was his 
practice to destroy all idols which 
fell into his hands. He came at 
last to the city of Guggeratt, 
Where there was an idol which 
was held in unusually high esteem 
by the people. The chief notables 
of the city came to the general

The will of Allah was 
plain. He had a sledge hammer 
brought to him, and with it he 
dealt the idol one terrific blow. 
To his amazement there poured 
from the rent in the image a 
stream of jewels and _ precious 
stones. The people had hidden their 
treasures in the image, hoping to 
move the conqueror to spare it. 
Consider what his loss would have 
been if he had stayed his hand at 
the sacrifice of that one last idol. 


The Holy Ghost — Essential to 
Revival 

Was there ever such an incom- 
parable opportunity for Christian 
leaders to get rid of their ec- 
clesiastical idols and bring them- 
selves into heart contact with the 
unsearchable riches of Christ as 
at the Missionary Conference in 
Edinburgh in 1910? There has 
been no Church gathering in mod- 
ern times around which such ex- 
pectations have centered. Mission- 
ary leaders had come from all 
parts of the world. It was the con- 
fident hope of many that a new 
era in missions had dawned. The 
subject for the last day was—“The 
Home Base.» It provoked visions 
of endless possibilities. The home 
churches, empowered by a mighty 


Holy Ghost Revival, would send 
out men fitted as were Paul and 
Barnabas. With their enormous re- 
sources in men and means ~- the 
world would be evangelized in a 
generation. 

Alas! it was only a dream. Never 
have I experienced such keen pain 
and disappointment as I did that 
day. Of the many who addressed 
that great missionary gathering 
not more than three emphasized 
God the Holy Spirit as the one es- 
sential factor in world evangeliza- 
tion. Listening to the addresses 
that day, one could not but con- 
clude that the giving of the Gos- 
pel to lost mankind was largely 


‘a matter of better organization, 


better equipment, more men and 
women. Symptoms, indeed, were 
not lacking that a few more sparks 
might have precipitated an explos- 
ion. But no, the dethronement of 
the idol of ecclesiastical self-suf- 
ficiency was apparently too great 
a price to pay. 

‘But, brethren, the Spirit of God 
is with us still. Pentecost is yet 
within our grasp. If revival is 
being withheld from us it is be- 
cause some idol remains still en- 
throned; because we still insist 
in placing our reliance in human 
schemes; because we still refuse to 
face the unchangeable truth that 
“it is not by might, but By MY 
SPIRIT.”
